Many perso ns are beginning to ask 
theinselves and o thers when we can ev- 
pect to see an impro vement in traffic 
co nditio ns. 
They wo nder when the co l­ 
umns o f the daily press will begin to re­ 
po rt fewer accidents— when the danger 
o f traffic will diminish instead o f in­ 
crease. 
Tho se are fair questio ns, and at first 
the answers appear disco uraging. 
Each 
year the figures o f the federal census bu­ 
reau relentlessly 
reco rd 
a 
co ntinually 
mo unting number 
o f 
traffic 
deaths— 
35,000 in 
the 
last 
year. 
The co st o f 
mo to r car accidents yearly rises to a bil­ 
lio n do llars. 
The eco no mic lo sses due to 
co ngestio n and delays o f mo to r traffic 
acco unt fo r a waste o f two billio n mo re. 
It was 
difficult 
to 
co mprehend the 
magnitude o f these figures, the Hannibal 
Co urier-Po st says. 
Stating them differ­ 
ently, it can be said they represent an 
average carelessness o f $40 per year fo r 
•auto mo bile and a co ngestio n tax o f $8 0. 
These statistics, to o , it must be remem­ 
bered, striking tho ugh they are, fail ut­ 
terly to co nvey the human tragedies and 
suffering invo lved. 
These canno t be ex­ 
pressed in mo netary terms. 
Unlike gaso line, and o ther auto mo bile 
+axes the co st o f carelessness and co n- 
*^^f*stio n are fo r no beneficial aid. 
They 
represent co mplete lo sses. 
Tlie figures 
serve, ho wever, to sho w that fro m the 
material po int o f view alo ne, the great­ 
est effo rts are warranted and great ex­ 
penditures, to o , pro vided they affo rd as­ 
surance o f bettering the situatio n. 
There are several ways o ut. 
The situa­ 
tio n is far fro m ho peless. 
Co nsidering 
the number o f cars and so me o f the driv­ 
ers that get ho ld o f wheels, it is a wo nder 
that it is no t wo rse. 
Better facilities and 
regulatio ns fo r driving are being pro vided 
by all pro gresiiive co mmunities and states. 
Bo th o perato rs o f cars and yjedestrians 
are beginning to be better educated in 
their duties. 
The respo nsibility rests with the indi­ 
vidual. 
It applies to everyo ne, at all 
times- 
There are a few plain, funda­ 
mental rules. 
These fo llo wed, strength­ 
ened by pro per punishment fo r infrac­ 
tio ns, will help straighten o ut the tan­ 
gles.

It o perates faco ries in Mel- 
bo urne and Sydney, Australia; Welling­ 
to n, New Zealand;

and Cape­ 
to wn, So uth 
Africa;

It is against the Swedish match trust
